DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 8, 9, 11-17, 20, 27 and 29-33 (now renumbered 1-21 for issue) are 
allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 has 
been amended to recite allowable elements of claim 7. The method recited in claim 7 of 
establishing vectors and thereby adjusting points in a process-neutral color space is not 
found or fairly suggested in the prior art of record. Claim 9 has been amended to recite 
allowable elements of 10. Amended claim 15 is analogous to amended claim 1 and is 
allowable for the same reasons. Claim 27 has been amended to recite allowable 
elements of claim 28. New claim 31 recites allowable elements of claim 11. New claim 
32 recites allowable elements of claim 30. New claim 33 recites allowable elements of 
claim 13. The method recited in claim 13 of establishing vectors and thereby adjusting 
points in a process-neutral color space is not found or fairly suggested in the prior art of 
record.
